Some weeks ago Tug ConstTITUTION 
called attention to the fact that a move- 
ment was on foot to organiz3 a green- 
back party and proceeded to combat it 
as strenuously as the circumstances 
seemed todemand. We endeavored to 
show —and we believe with some d: gree 
of success, if the changed attitude of 
some of the more prominent and en- 
thusiastic greenbackers in the fifth dis- 
trict be any sign—that there was not 
only no necessity for such a party, but 
its organization at this time and in the 
prese at condition of things would tend 
to defeat the very end the greenback- 
ers had in view. We endeavored to 
show —and, so far as -the fifth district 
is concerned, we were successiul—thai 
the democratic party could and would 
accomplish more in the direction of 
financial reform than any other party 
that could be organized, and that what- 
ever conspired to weaken the democra~ 
cy tended to defeat the greenbackers. 
The greenbackers of the fifth 
district, seeing the folly of a 
separate movement, plecgsd theme 
selves to support the nominee of the 
Barnesville conveation, and we were in 
hopes that the greenbackers all over 
the state would follow the timely ex-~ 
ample thus set. 

But it appears that the greenbackers 
in the first district —-or, rather, a num- 
ber of men who Cali themselves green- 
backers—propose to give the question 
of disorganization a practical test. They 
have formed a new party and given it 
the sonorous name of the greenback 
national labor party. They held a con» 
vention in Savannah the other day, 
adopted a long series of resolutions, and 
nominated Mr. Stephen A. Corker, of 
Burke county, for congress. Their 
platform is taken maiuly from the plate 
forms of the Tennessee and Arkansas 
democrats, and ia another evidence that 
it is unwise and unnecessary to attempt 
to deisat the democracy by organizing 
another party. There have been rumors 
afloat for eome time to the effect that 
Mr. Co.ker would be an independent 
candidate, and the fact that he has 
been nominated by the greenbackers, 
together with the additional fact that 
he has recently resigned his seatin the 
legislature, would seem to confirm the 
vague hints that he and his friends 
proposed iv antagonize the democracy, 
We are sorry to see such a movement 
inaugurated. Those now engaged in it 
will live to regret it, and Mr. Corker 
himself—if, indeed, he has gained his 
own consent to attempt the disorgani- 
zation of the democracy—will come to 
look upon his candidature as the most 
unfortunate step ever taken by a public 
man. A more foolish movement was 
never inaugurated. The members of 
the greenb:ck party in the first district 
are not more sincere in their desires to 
bring about fiaancial reform than the 
democrats themselves, but as matters 
the “greenback national 
labor party” has any strength at all—it 
is not unlikely that the republicans, al-~ 
ways upon the alert, will take advan- 
tage of the disorganization and division. 
It is to be presumed the movement is 
at least strong enough to justify Mr. 
Corker in accepting the nomination, 
and the probabilities are that the move-~- 
ment will put the democracy to consfd~ 
erable trouble. It is a great pity that 
the greenbackers in the first district are 
not as sensible, as unseifish and as pa- 
triotic as the greenbackers in the fifth 
district. Up here we are all greenback- 
ers, but we are content to work inside 
the demccratic party.
